Prof. Trombly said that he and 
his wife- had played checkers until 
they went to bed at 10 o’clock Sat- 
urday night and that she “seemed 


cheerful” then. Friends of the fam-/ 


ily said, howeyer, that Mrs. Trom- 
bly, during last month, had 
been greatly depressed, She had 
been repeatedly urged by friends to 
place the child in an institution, but 
refused to do so. In February, 
1936, the child wandered away and 
became lost but was found late at 
night hanging by her head between 
the ties of a railway trestle near 
here. Hundreds of persons had par- 
ticipated in the search. 

Mrs. Trombly was a graduate of 
the Worcester (Mass.) Normal 
School. Although both she and 
Prof. Trombly had a wide circle of 
friends among faculty members and 
townspeople, she did not participate 
in club or church activities, devot- 
ing most of her time to caring for 
her incompetent daughter. 

The Tromblys came here in 1922 
from Austin, Tex., where Trombly 
was a professor at the University 
of Texas. He was graduated from 
Harvard in 1913. Mrs. Trombly was 
the former Mary Elizabeth O’Conner 
of Worcester, Mass. The pair 


was married in 1913. In addition { 
to the two daughters they had one 


son, Lawrence, 21.

$1,250,000 Gate, Says Kearns. 

The fight inwetroit, said Kearns, 
who seeks to drum up the Motor 
City into a national boxing center, 
would draw $1,250,000. 

It was the first move for a major 
fight on the part of Promoter 


Kearns, former manager of Jack/ 7, 


Dempsey. 

“Joe Gould (Braddock’s manager) 
said he wants money for Braddock,” 
said the doughty Kearns.

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GPREME COURT 
/PROLDS TAX. ON 
SILVER PROFITS 


Unanimous Decision Says 
Court of Claims ‘Erred 
in Holding Retroactive 
Provision Invalid. — 


‘DUE PROCESS OF 
LAW’ POINT RAISED 


In Opinion Justice Van De- 
vanter Points Out Profit 
Is Made ‘Occasion’ and 
Also ‘Measure’ of Tax. 


By the Associated Press, 

WASHINGTON, Jan. 11—A 50 
per cent tax on profits made by 
silver traders before enactment of 
the 1934 law directing the Treasury 
to increase its purchases of that 
metal for the nation’s monetary 
stock was held constitutional today 
by the Supreme Court, 

Justice Van Devanter delivered 
the unanimous opinion which re- 
versed a ruling by the Court of 
Claims that the tax was unconsti- 
tutional because it took property 
without due’ process of law. 

It was challenged’ by Percy K. 
Hudson of New York on the ground 
that it applied to transactions com- 
pleted before the statute Was en- 
acted. 

“To Prevent Profiteering.” 

The Government contended the 
levy was necessary “to prevent 
profiteering at the public expense.” 
It was said the tax was intended to 
keep speculators from forcing the 
price of silver up while the measure 
was under congressional considera- 
tion. Assessments after the act 
went into effect were not chal- 
lenged. 

“We think the period of retroac- 
tivity fixed in the act is not un- 
reasonable,” Justice Van Devater 
said, “but consistent with the prac- 
tice sustained by this court. . : 

“It results that the Court of 
Claims erred in holding the retro- 
active provision invalid as applied 
to respondent’s sales.” 

Tax Only on Profits. 

“The question presented for de- 
cision,” the decision . said; -*is 
whether, in view of the restraints 
of the due process of law clause of 
the Constitution the retroactive 
provision under which the tax was 
exacted from the respondent is an 
admissible exertion of the power to 
tax. 

“Examination of the taxing pro- 
vision and of pertinent decisions 
shows, as we think, that the an- 
swer must be in the affirmative. 

“The taxing provision does not 
impose a tax in respect’ of . all 
transfers, but only in respect of 
such as yield a profit over cost 
and allowed expenses. If there be 
no profit there is to be no tax. If 
there be a profit the tax is to be 
00 per cent of it. 

“Thus a profit is made the occa- 
sion for the tax and also the meas- 
ure of it. Because of this, coungel 
for the Government contend that 
the tax is a special income tax; and 
we think the contention is sound. 

Consistent With “Due Process.” 
“It is not material that such 
profit is taxed, along with other’ 
gains, under the general income tax 
law, for Congress has power to im- 
poseean increased or additional tax 
if satisfied there is need therefor. 
“As respects income tax statutes 
it long has been the practice of 
Congress to make them retroactive 
for relatively short periods so as to 
include profits from transactions 
consummated while the statute was 
in process of enactment, or within 
80 much of the calendar year as 
Preceded the enactment; and re 
peated decisions of this court have 
recognized this practice and sus- 
tained it as consistent with the due 
Process of law clause of the Con- 
stitution.” : : 
Stanley Reed, the Solicitor-Gen- 
eral, said the decision permits the 
Government to collect $400,000 in 
taxes imposed under the law. 
Hudson, whe made $8621 profit 
from sale of silver futures contracts 
on May 23 and 29, 1934, sought re- 
fund of the $4811 paid as taxes. The 
law was not enacted until June 19. 
Under the legislation, the Treas- 
ury was directed to purchase the 
metal until the monetary stock con- 
sisted of one-fourth silver and 
three-fourths gold.

There must be at least 400,000 
dead in Spain. On both sides ex-~ 
tremists declare this is a war of ex- 
termination, and on both sides there 
are bands of organized killers who 
have shot helpless men and women 
every day since July. 

For Reds it is enough that a 
man or woman should ‘be well 
dressed, and for Whites it is enough 
that someone should testify. that a 
villager has belonged to a labor un- 
ion or even voted for the republic. 
And when clean collars or inform- 
ers are lacking, murder squads kill

Like French Revolution. 

While both sides are killing pris- 
oners for the time in any war 
in a hundred years, they are not 
content to use the machine gun on 
the prisoners. This is a war of ex- 
termination and they are searching 
out non-combatants for execution. 
Terror in Madrid has been com- 
pared to the days of the French 
Revolution and much has been writ- 
ten about the tribunals and anarch- 
ists who got out of hand, defied 
the Madrid Government and 
searched the residences of the aris- 
tocrats. 

There is scarcely an officer in

Identical services 
would no longer be duplicated by officers at poihts 
only a few miles apart. With these changes would 
go reductions in the cost of local government—the 
deciding factor in this matter, In the last analysis. 
The politicians may inveigh against the merging of 
counties if they will; in time, the need to lighten 
the local tax burden will carry the day for con- 
solidation. 

What do the experts on the administration of 
local government say? To a man they are behind 
the consolidation movement. Prof. John A. Fairlie 
of the University of Illinois, who made the first com- 
prehensive study of American counties 31 years ago, 
has drawn up a long bill of indictments. . The failure

WHAT WILSON DID. 

We have no thought of entering a captious crit- 
icism against the President for the employment of 
his son, James, as a White House secretary at a 
salary of $10,000 a year. We recognize that because 
of the President’s physical infirmity, this eldest son 
has been a natural and valuable aid to his father 
through much of hia first term.

HE school has always been the most im- 
portant means of passing the wealth. of 
tradition down from one generation to 
the next. This is even more true in our day 
than in the past; because through modern 
economic changes the power of the family, as 
transmitter of tradition and discipline, has 
decreased. The continuity and health of hu- 
man society is how more dependent than 
ever on the school. 
Sometimes the school is looked upon as 
merely an instrument by which the greatest 
possible amount of knowledge is to be given 
to the growing generation. That is not the 
case. Knowledge is dead; whereas the school 
must be the servant to life. It must develop 
qualities and capacities in youth that will 
have value in making the community thrive. 
I do not mean to say by th‘s that the in- 


‘ dividual should be deprived of his individ- 


uality and become the passive tool of the 
community, like a bee or an ant. A com- 
munity made up of standardized individuals, 
without personal qualities and ambitions, 
would be poverty-stricken indeed, and lack 
all possibility of development. The aim 
should be to produce individuals capable of 
independent action and thought, yet who feel 
that their greatest service in life is to the 
community, As far as I can judge, the 
English schools come nearest to the realiza- 
tion of this ideal. 


What can be done to approach such an 
ideal?. Should we try to achieve our pur- 
pose by moral sermons? Under ho circum- 
stances! Words are and always will be 
empty echoes, and the way to hell has al- 


Therefore, the challenge to accomplish- 
ment is the most important element in educa- 
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among human beings would be impossible. 


‘In this emotion, both constructive and de- 


structive forces lie close together. 

Striving to win agreement and recognition 
is a sound motive, but the craving to be 
looked upon as better, stronger, more clever, 
than your neighbor or fellow students can 
easily be exaggerated into an egotistical 
psychic attitude that can mean destruction 


both for the individual and for the com- 


munity. Consequently, both the school and 
the teacher must be on guard the 
easy arousing of individual ambitions in or- 
der to make the students work harder. 


We must beware of preaching success in

HE present mission of J. Weston Alles, 
former Attorney-General of Massachr 
setts, belies an extensive notion that liber 
als are a useless lot. Mr. Allen, as head 
of the National Crime Commission, is con 


| ducting a preliminary campaign for legis 


lation which would facilitate the deportation 
of alien criminals on the one hand, and on 
the other would eliminate injustices to aliens 
of good character, who, under the present 
immigration code, must be deported. 

This is a liberalism which serves the ends 
of justice and mercy alike. 

We all realize that our deportation laws 
need some of their teeth filed and new teeth 
put in. Technicalities prevent the Govern- 
ment from deporting many known criminals 
of alien birth. 

New-Orleans and most other American 
communities are familiar with the cruelties 
worked by rigid enforcement of the immi- 
gration laws on inoffensive and desirable 
residents. We recall the case of three or 
four Chinese, blameless and respected old 
men, deported from New Orleans recently 
because, 30 or 40 years ago, they had entered 
this country without benefit of passport. 

The news has frequently reported the se~ 
aration of husband from wife, parent from 
child, to satisfy the letter of immigration 
law, although none of the principals in these 

had committed any real crime 
either here or overseas. ®

The institution contended that xe- 
duction of hours would cause a 
sharp rise in costs. This, it said, 
would result “either in rapid rises 
in industrial prices, with profound- 
ly disturbing effects upon the op- 
eration of the economic system as 
s whole, or the immediate halting 
of business activity’ with a conse- 
quent increase in unemployment.” 

Seven Keys to Abundance. 

Reporting: that the opportunity 
for a great industrial expansion has 
never been greater than it-is today, 
the institution listed the following 
as essential steps to realize that ex- 
pansion: 

1. The re-establishment of a 
balanced budget. - 

2, The continuance of the pres- 
ent policy of maintaining a fixed 
price of gold and the establish- 
ment through international co-op- 
eration of a system of stable for- 
eign exchanges, 

3. The extension of. the pro- 
gram of reciprocal trade agree- 
ments as the most practical 
means of reducing artifical bar- 
riers to commerce and reopening 
the channels of international 
trade. 

4. The preservation of the gen- 
erally favorable ratio of prices 
and wage rates, in the interest of 
progressively expanding the real 
purchasing power of workers and 
creating a demand for added pro- 
duction and employment—plac- 
ing emphasis upon price reduc- 
tions as a means of carrying the 
benefits of technological progress 
to-all groups within the nation. 

5. “The maintenance, in gen- 
eral, of prevailing hours of labor, 
as the only means of meeting the 
production requirements involved 
in restoring during the next few 
years the standards of living of 
the laboring masses and promot- 
ing the economic advancement of 
the nation as a whole, 

6. “The elimination of industria] 
practices and policies — private 
and public—which tend to restrict 
output or to prevent the increase 
of productive efficiency. 

7. “Shifting the emphasis in ag- 
ricultural policy from restricted 
output and rising prices to the 
abundant furnishing of the sup- 
plies of raw materials and food- 
stuffs required by gradually ex- 
panding markets.” 

Function of Federal Policies. 
The institution reported many fa- 
vorable factors in the present sit- 
uation. It said lendable funds were 
abundant at low interest rates; and 
the purchasing power of the labor- 
ing population has been “steadily 
expanded.” | 
It attributed material improve- 
ment in the balance between agri- 
culture and industry “in part to nor- 
mal recovery from the extreme 
depths reached during the depres- 
sion, in part to the effects of dollar 
devaluation, which raised the prices 
of staple export commodities, in 
part to weather conditions, and in 
part to the Government program of 
restricting agricultural production.” 
The report hailed the Adminis- 
tration’s policy of “monetary sta- 
bility” and its efforts toward sta- 
bilization of foreign exchange. 

On “the darker side of the pic- 
ture,” the economists contended 
that “the possibility of a serious 
breakdown in Government finance 
still exists.” 

Concerning the international sit- 
uation, they reported: : 

“The threat of new wars not only 
forecasts the possibility of renewed 
wealth destruction, but also consti- 
tutes a barrier to the re-establish-

WASHINGTON, -- Jan. 11.—Sur- 
geons of the United States Public 
Health Service discounted today re- 
ports that an epidemic of influenza 
is sweeping the country.

I say this in spite of the fact 
that modern chemistry has shown 
that tobacco is madé up of a fear- 
some list of some 20 substances 
including such poisons as nicotine, 
pyridine, carbon monoxide, carbon 
dioxide, formaline, carbolic acid, 
prussic acid and arsenic. 
One: cornstituent of tobacco that 
I have not yet mentioned may 
prove to be more harmful than all 
the others. That ingredient is tar. 
Practically any substances that is 
burned. gives off tar. Naturally, 


Since 1914 we have known that 
tar may cause cancer in’.mice, 
guinea pigs,. rabbits, rats and hu- 
mans. In fact, the discovery that 
we could produce cancer by the ap- 
plication. of tar introduced a new 
epoch in the study of cancer.. The 
tar that is commonly used in ex- 
perimental work is coal tar, the 
kind that is obtained by the burn- 
ing of coal. A few years ago, it 
occurred to various investigators 
that since coal tar produced can- 
cer, perhaps other varieties of tar, 
such as that derived from the 
burning of wood and plants, might 
also produce cancer.
